First shipment of commercial 
poliomylitis vaccine 
for general 
availability was

day at Hamlin Memorial Hospital, 
officials of the hospital announced 
this week. 
Principal supplies of 
the vaccine previously were han­ 
dled through the National Foun­ 
dation for Infantile Paralysis and 
was administered to school chil­ 
dren of lower grades and in epi­ 
demic areas. 
A total of 117cc was received, 
which will be given to 117 chil­ 
dren as the first injection of a 
series of three required for com­ 
plete vaccination, hospital author­ 
ities declared. 
Based on the best available in­ 
formation, the initial shipments 
of polio vaccine will be given to 
to children between the ages of 
three and 
nine years inclusive, 
and pregnant women. 
Immediately following the ap­ 
proval of the 
Balk vaccine on 
April 12 approxim ately 400 reg­ 
istered at the Hamlin hospital as 
being in'erested in securing the 
immunization. 
S tarting at

head of this list, a sufficient num­ 
ber have been notified by tele­ 
phone or mail that the first shot 
is now available, and others will 
be notified upon receipt of addi­ 
tional vaccine, which is expected 
in the near future.

Care in Use of Mechanical Cotton Picker 
Can Control Quality of Ginned Staple 


Number* 
of 
farmers 
in the 
Hamlin sector expect to utilize 
mechanical 
cotton 
pickers 
this 
season, and naturally they are 
interested in efforts to improve 
the quality of cotton so harvest­ 
ed, which has been a factor in 
the slow' acceptance of the pick­ 
ers. 
The grade of mechanically har­ 
vested cotton can be improved or 
lowered by 
the practices 
used 
during 
the 
harvesting 
process 
says Fred C. Elliott, cotton spe- 
calist for the Texas Agricultural 
Extension Service. 
If strippers are used, Elliott ad­ 
vises producers to get the latest 
information from the local coun­ 
ty agent on defoliation. 
He also 
suggests that weed* and espe­ 
cially Johnson grass be cleared 
from the fields before stripping 
is commenced. Spot oiling is sug­ 
gested for this Job. 
When harvesting is begun, do 
not strip when the cotton is wet. 
Most gins, he adds, are equipped 
lo do a good job if the cotton is 
brought to them in proper condi­ 
tion. 
One of the most important 
of these conditions is dryness. 
He suggests the use of blowers 
on the strippers and wire or slat­ 
ted sides for the trailers 
Make 
the 
trailers 
large 
enough 
so 
tramping will not he necessary, 
he advises. 
Growers have told 
him It costs from $5 to $15 a hale 
to tramp cotton on a trailer. This 
will soon pay for extra trailers 
When spindle type pickers are 
used, he again advises seeing the 
county agent for defoliation in­ 
formation. 
Pick the cotton only 
when it is dry and he sure the 
machine is kept 
clean. 
Don’t 
tramp the cotton, for trash is 
ground into the lint and lower 
grades will result. 
In case of custom harvesting. 
he suggests that a small piece of 
blackboard be placed on the side 
of the trailer. 
It will carry the 


number of the trailer; 
the pro­ 
ducer’s nam e: weight loaded ; no­ 
tation, machine picked and pounds 
needed 
to make the 
desired 
weight hale and Tinily the name 
of picker operator. 
This infor­ 
mation is valuable to the ginner 
as well as the producer. 
For those who must put cotton 
on the ground and 
load later are 
advised 
that plans for a tractor 
loader 
(No. 378) are 
available 
from the local county agent. Fi­ 
nally, says Elliott, don’t overlook 
any practice which will save or 
make 
money. 
The 
cost-priee 
squeeze which is growing even 
tighter on the agricultural pro­ 
ducer can hest he met with more 
efficient operation.
